Edmonton police 
department faces 
budget shortfall 


Traffic tickets. 

Revenue short because 
of fewer tickets 


Edmonton police are writing 
fewer tickets than planned 
leading to a possible $3.7-mil¬ 
lion budget shortfall this 
year. 

The latest numbers were 
presented to the Edmonton 
Police Commission last week 
and showed police took in 
about $8.1 million in fines 
for traffic offences in the first 
seven months of the year. 

The police had budgeted 
for $9.3 million in revenue 
from fines, which, added to 
other factors, has the police 
forecasting a year-end deficit 
of $3.7 million. 

Deputy Chief Brian Simp¬ 
son said the police are hope¬ 
ful they can avoid ending the 
year in the red and are trying 


to find areas of extra savings 
in the budget without re¬ 
ducing services. 

“We’re always looking at 
the budget piece and we are 
always looking at strategies,” 
he said. 

Simpson said the small 
decrease in ticket numbers is 
because officers are spending 
more of their time running to 
calls and less time available 
for traffic enforcement. 

He said officers are also 
finding more than traffic 
charges when they pull driv¬ 
ers over and that can be time- 
consuming. 

“We start with a traffic 
offence and a lot of times it 
evolves into a criminal of¬ 
fence and that takes the offi¬ 
cer off the road to deal with 
it,” he said. 

Simpson said while the 
current project shortfall is 
a small share of the police 
department’s $285-million 


budget, they are taking it 
very seriously. 

“We are paying attention 
to it, because we have to.” 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
council will want to see the 
police working hard to close 
the financial gap, but he’s 
also concerned about the 
level of traffic enforcement. 

“I will be asking questions 
about that, because traffic 
and speeding have clearly 
been articulated as a major 
concern,” he said. 

McKeen said he recognizes 
the challenges police have 
had responding to calls, but 
he wants to make sure the de¬ 
partment is focusing on what 
the community is calling for. 

“I think council will be 
open to hearing requests for 
more officers, but we also 
want to make sure that police 
priorities are aligned with 
community priorities.”

Alberta’s new environment 
minister has been asked to 
deal with the reality that 
events like the Slave Lake 
Fire and the Southern Alberta 
floods could be more com¬ 
mon. 

Kyle Fawcett, was ap¬ 
pointed minister of en¬ 
vironment and sustainable 
resource development last 
week, and as part of his man¬ 
date letter from Premier Jim 
Prentice he was asked to “de¬ 
velop programs to anticipate 
and minimize impacts of ma¬ 
jor catastrophic events.” 

Fawcett explained that cli¬ 
mate change scientists have 
said that more extreme weath¬ 
er events could take place 
more often because of climate 
change and the government is 
acknowledging that. 


The costs 


• The 2011 Slave Lake Fire 
left about 2,000 people 
homeless and cost an 
estimated $1 billion in 
insurance claims and 
firefighting costs. 


• The province’s latest 
estimate pegs the cost 
of the southern Alberta 
floods at $6 billion. 


He said as a result of those 
changes the province has to 
be more prepared. 

“We have seen in this prov¬ 
ince over the last few years 
how devastating that can be 
and we need to be prepared. 
That’s what people in Alberta 
want their government to do,” 
he said. 

Fawcett said the govern¬ 
ment can’t stop major events 
from happening, but they can 
make them less severe. 

“What we can do is make 
sure we’re prepared to deal 
with them and potentially 
mitigate the impacts of them,” 
he said. 

In his mandate, Faw¬ 
cett has been directed to 


work with Forest Resource 
Improvement Association of 
Alberta on their FireSmart 
program, which aims to 
reduce the risk of fires im¬ 


pacting communities. 

Fawcett said the province 
will look at that program, as 
well as flood mitigation pro¬ 
jects that could save lives. 


“There’s lots of options 
available and it will be our job 
to determine which ones will 
be the best ones for taxpayers 
to invest in,” he said.

Police are investigating reports 
of a man engaging in inappro¬ 
priate physical contact with 
children in a southeast Edmon¬ 
ton park. 

Between 6:30 and 8 p.m. 
Friday, an unknown adult male 
approached children at a play¬ 
ground in Blair McPherson 
Park. The man tried to engage 
with several children and is 
alleged to have made inappro¬ 
priate physical contact with at 
least three of them.

An Edmonton woman 
is reaching out, hoping 
someone can help find her 
brother, who has been mis¬ 
sing now for more than two 
weeks.

“We were worried the 
first night he didn’t come 
home,” she said.

After a college in Montreal 
put the kibosh on serving 
fried food on campus, admin¬ 
istrators at the University of 
Alberta say they haven’t con¬ 
sidered banning certain foods 
because the onus of healthy 
eating should be on their stu¬ 
dents’ plates. 

Earlier this month, Que¬ 
bec’s Vanier College banned 
the sale of fried foods and soft 
drinks on its campus in an ef¬ 
fort to encourage healthy eat¬ 
ing habits among its students. 

While U of A’s associate 
vice-president of ancillaiy ser¬ 
vices Doug Dawson called the 
idea interesting, he said stu¬ 
dents shouldn’t expect to see 
a ban of their favourite food 
any time soon. 

The university has 40 in¬ 
dependent operators, includ¬ 
ing Subway and Tim Hortons, 
said Dawson, making it too 
difficult to start excluding cer¬ 
tain foods from the campus. 

“We wouldn’t be in a pos¬ 
ition to ban fried food, simply 
because we don’t sell all the 
fried food,” he explained. 


“We also philosophically 
believe in choice,” said Daw¬ 
son, adding the university 
offers support like online 
nutritionists and nutritional 
information to students who 
want to make healthy choices. 

Moni Holowach, a third- 
year nutrition and food-sci¬ 
ence student and president of 
the U of A’s Health and Well¬ 


ness Movement, said encour¬ 
aging students to eat healthy 
starts by informing them 
about healthy options instead 
of banning certain foods. 

“The movement is about 
getting people involved and 
giving them a meaningful pos¬ 
ition in the realm of health,” 
said Holowach. 

In the past the movement 


tried to fight trans fat on cam¬ 
pus, Holowach said, but now 
they focus on encouraging stu¬ 
dents to make wise choices. 

“We do a fruit stand where 
we aim to once a week have 
it out and sell fruit for a do¬ 
nation price,” said Holowach. 
“That’s one way we can take 
charge and make healthier 
choices available on campus.”

Workload blamed 


Police fall short of 
domestic violence 
prevention targets 

Edmonton police continue 
to struggle to hit their 
own targets on domestic 
violence but insist the 
most dangerous situations 
are still being pursued. 

The force had hoped 
to increase the number 
of checks by five per cent 
this year, but instead the 
number of checks has 
actually dropped by 6.3 
per cent, according to the 
most recent data. 

Police perform the 
checks on offenders to 
ensure they’re abiding by 
bail conditions that often 
include no-contact orders 
with victims. 

Deputy Chief Brian 
Simpson said that, with 
the city growing by 60,000 
people in two years, of¬ 
ficers are having trouble 
keeping up with demand. 

“Our officers are 
spending more time on 
calls versus having the 
free time to go knock on 
that door,” he said. 

Deputy Chief Dan¬ 
ielle Campbell said that 
despite the volume chal¬ 
lenges, high-risk cases are 
still being followed up 
on regularly through the 
force’s domestic-violence 
unit. 

“They’re not missing 
any. It’s 100 per cent,” she 
said. 

“They deal with 
the worst of the worst. 
They’re basically a homi¬ 
cide-prevention unit.”

Case of man 
who died in 
ER goes to 
appeal court 


Winnipeg. Health 
authority, province 
argue the Charter of 
Rights doesn't allow 
relatives to pursue a 
claim on behalf of a 
deceased person 


The family of a man who 
died during a 34-hour wait in 
a hospital emergency room 
is asking Manitoba’s high¬ 
est court to rule his charter 
rights were violated. 

Lower court judges have 
previously struck down the 
heart of the lawsuit by ruling 
that Brian Sinclair’s charter 
rights died with him. But law¬ 
yers for the family argue it’s 
“cruelly ironic” that a man 
who died because he didn’t 
receive the care due to him 
under the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms isn’t allowed 
to sue because he is dead. 

Sinclair was referred to 
the emergency department in 
September 2008 because he 
had a blocked catheter. The 
inquest heard the 45-year- 
old double amputee wheeled 
himself over to the triage

itially sued the Winnipeg 
Regional Health Author¬ 
ity, individual employees 
who were on duty the 
weekend Sinclair died, 
and the government of 
Manitoba.

desk and spoke to an aide be¬ 
fore guiding his wheelchair 
into the waiting room. There, 
he languished for hours, 
growing weaker and vomit¬ 
ing several times.

The province’s medical 
examiner found Sinclair died 
of a treatable bladder infec¬ 
tion caused by the blocked 
catheter.

55 migrants pulled 
from capsized dinghy 

The Italian coast guard says 
a cargo ship has rescued 
at least 55 migrants from 
Libyan waters after their 
rubber dinghy capsized. 
They say several bodies 
were spotted in the sea and 
up to 30 people might be 
missing. 

Coast guard officials 
said after the dinghy used 


a satellite phone to request 
help Sunday afternoon, a 
Singapore-flagged merchant 
ship rushed to the scene but 
the migrants’ boat capsized 
just before its arrival. Coast 
guard officials said the 
dinghy’s capacity was about 
100 passengers. 

Thousands fleeing war or 
poverty have been arriving 
weekly in smugglers’ boats 
on Italian shores or needing 
rescue at sea.

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Thousands march on Moscow 
to protest Ukrainian conflict 



‘No to war.’ 

Demonstrators protest 
Russia’s alleged 
complicity in the 
ongoing conflict that 
has killed 3,000 


Thousands of people marched 
through central Moscow 
on Sunday to demonstrate 
against the fighting in 
Ukraine and Russia’s alleged 
complicity in the conflict. 

The demonstrators chant¬ 
ed slogans, including “No to 
war” and “The junta is in the 
Kremlin, not Kyiv.” The latter 
refers to Russia’s contention 
that the ousting of Ukraine’s 
former Russia-friendly 

president was a coup. 

The fighting between 
Ukrainian forces and pro- 
Russia separatists in eastern 
Ukraine that erupted after 
the ouster has killed more 


than 3,000 people. Ukraine 
and Western countries claim 
Russia is supplying troops 
and equipment to the rebels, 
which Moscow denies. 

“Our countiy is acting as 
an aggressor, like Germany in 


the war,” said demonstrator 
Konstantin Alexeyev, 35. 

The Ukraine conflict has 
boosted nationalist sentiment 
among Russians, with many 
regarding eastern Ukraine 
as rightfully a part of Russia. 


and coverage of the crisis on 
state-controlled television 
channels has skewed strongly 
against the Ukrainian author¬ 
ities. 

“I am concerned about 
the rhetoric on our TV chan¬ 


nels, which disseminate anti- 
Ukrainian sentiment,”’ said 
50-year-old demonstrator Lud¬ 
mila Shteigervalt. “Ukraine is 
a friendly countiy. We should 
just leave it alone.” 

A ceasefire was called on 


Sept. 5, but has been violated 
repeatedly. Negotiators from 
Ukraine, Russia, the rebels 
and the Organization for Se¬ 
curity and Co-operation in 
Europe last week tried to fur¬ 
ther the peace process with 
an agreement calling for both 
sides to halt their advances 
and for pulling back heavy 
artillery in order to create a 
buffer zone. 

Col. Andriy Lysenko, a 
spokesman for Ukraine’s na¬ 
tional security council, said 
the ceasefire violations are 
obstructing fulfilment of the 
buffer zone plan. 

“The first point (the cease¬ 
fire) is not being fulfilled so 
far, so we’re not talking about 
the other points,” he said. 

Along with pulling back 
the heavy weapons, the plan 
also calls for the withdrawal 
of foreign fighters and for all 
military flights over the com¬ 
bat area to be banned.

British Parliament bickers over 
how to give Scotland new powers 


The debate over Scotland’s 
future fizzled amid a bitter 
war of words Sunday, with the 
Scottish leader claiming his 
countrymen were tricked into 
rejecting independence in a ref¬ 
erendum while Britain’s three 
main political parties bickered 
over modes of political reform. 

Alex Salmond, Scotland’s 
outgoing independence leader, 
accused politicians in London 
of reneging on their promises 
to hand more power to Scot¬ 
land in a rare cross-party pact 
he said swung votes in favour 
of union in Thursday’s vote. 

His comments came after 
U.K. Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron said plans to empower 
Scots should be linked to con¬ 
stitutional reform in England 
— which fractured the fragile 
political consensus and drew at¬ 


tacks from across the spectrum. 

Just days earlier, Cameron 
and his political rivals had 
joined together and vowed to 
quickly pass laws to transfer 
key decision-making powers 
from London to Scotland’s 
capital, Edinburgh. All three 
party leaders signed off on the 
pledge, which promised Scots 
powers to decide on their tax, 
budget and welfare policies. 

Cameron said it won’t be 
fair to devolve powers to Scot¬ 
land without considering simi¬ 
lar constitutional changes in 
the rest of the kingdom. Crit¬ 
ics say these conditions dilute 
the three leaders’ joint pledge 
and will likely delay the down¬ 
loading of the promised pow¬ 
ers to Scotland. 

“It’s the people who voted 
‘No’ ... these are the people 



who are feeling most angiy, 
most hurt, most disappointed 
in Scotland today,” Salmond 
told the BBC. the associated press

People’s Climate 
March. Activists gather 
in NYC to draw attention 
to global warming 


Tens of thousands of activists 
walked through Manhattan 
on Sunday, warning that cli¬ 
mate change is destroying the 
Earth — in stride with demon¬ 
strators around the world who 
urged policy-makers to take 
quick action. 

Starting along Central Park 
West, most came on foot, 
others with bicycles and walk¬ 
ers, and some even in wheel¬ 
chairs. Many wore costumes 
and marched to drumbeats. 

But their message was not 
entertaining: 

“We’re going to lose our 
planet in the next genera¬ 
tion if things continue this 
way,” said Bert Garslcof, 81, 
as a family member pushed 
his wheelchair through Times 
Square. 

He had first heard about 
global warming in 1967, “when 
no one was paying much atten¬ 
tion,” said Garslcof, a native 


New Yorker and professor of 
psychology at Connecticut’s 
Quinnipiac University. 

Organizers said more than 
100,000 marched in New York, 
including actors Mark Ruffalo 
and Evangeline Lilly. They 
were joined in midtown Man¬ 
hattan by United Nations Sec- 
retaiy-General Ban Ki-moon, 
former vice-president A1 Gore 
and New York City Mayor Bill 
de Blasio. 

On Tuesday, more than 120 
world leaders will convene for 
the United Nations Climate 
Summit aimed at galvanizing 
political will for a new global 
climate treaty by the end of 
2015. 

“My sense is the energy you 
see on the streets, the numbers 
that have amassed here and in 
other cities around the world, 
show that something bigger is 
going on, and this UN summit 
will be one of the ones where 
we look back and say it was a 
difference maker,” de Blasio 
said. 

The New York march was 
one of a series of events held 
around the world to raise aware- 
ness about climate change.

Bleaiy-eyed, perspiring 
slightly and tummy rum¬ 
bling, I came to as we pulled 
into the Big Apple at 6 a.m. 
after a 10-hour-plus bus ride 
from Toronto. 

I stumbled down the 
steps and into the sunlight in 
front of Sts. Luke & Matthew 
church in Brooklyn. This 
would be our home for the 
next couple of days. 

I was there to cover the 
People’s Climate March as 
part of a media team making 
a documentaiy about the 
events surrounding the UN 
Climate Summit, to take 
place Sept. 23. 

My in: Toronto350.org 
(one of the organizers of the 
rally committed to curb¬ 
ing climate change). My 


company: Five busloads of 
concerned citizens totalling 
280 individuals who would 
ultimately contribute to a 
march of more than 300,000 
people (according to organ¬ 
izers) on the Sunday prior to 
the summit. 

During the march, I inter¬ 
viewed people from all walks 
of life who came from far 
and wide to have their voices 
heard — a mom and her chil¬ 
dren from Philadelphia; two 
men from the Dominican 
Republic; indigenous women 
from Canada; NYPD cops; and 
a 93-year-old Second World 
War veteran from New York. 

This was without a doubt 
the largest climate change 
march in U.S. histoiy and the 
sheer volume of people over¬ 
whelmed me with emotion. 

The kinship demonstrated 
amongst 300,000 eveiy- 
day people and complete 
strangers created a pro¬ 
found experience that both 
transcended and powerfully 
addressed the issues we face.

A brutal terrorist organization 
that calls itself a state but lacks 
recognition from any govern¬ 
ment will take centre stage 
when more than 140 heads 
of state and government con¬ 
vene for the annual ministerial 
meeting of the UN General As¬ 
sembly this week. 

The head of the so-called Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and al-Sham 
(ISIS), a man called Abu Baler al- 
Baghdadi, has not been invited. 
But the danger posed by the ex¬ 
tremists will be the overriding 
theme. 

“Together, we will address 
the horrendous violence in 
Syria and Iraq, where conflict 
and governance failures have 
provided a breeding ground for 
extremist groups,” UN Secre- 
taiy-General Ban Ki-moon told 
a news conference last week. 

With world leaders grap¬ 
pling to stitch together a coali¬ 
tion and plan of action, Ban said 
he hopes the General Assembly 
session will help produce an 
international consensus to act 
against the extremist group. 

On the sidelines, U.S. 
President Barack Obama will 
lead a summit meeting of 
the Security Council to focus 
on one aspect of the threat 
— foreign terrorist fighters. A 
draft resolution expected to 
be adopted by the 15-member

council would require all coun¬ 
tries to prevent the recruitment 
and transport of would-be for¬ 
eign fighters preparing to join 
terrorist groups such as ISIS. 

It would require the 193 UN 
member states to ensure their 
domestic laws and regulations 
punish nationals who travel 
— or attempt to travel — to an¬ 
other country to plan or cany 
out terrorist acts. It also threat¬ 
ens sanctions against recruiters 
and financiers for al-Qaida asso¬ 
ciated groups. 

ISIS was established in Iraq 
but spread in early 2013 to Syr¬ 
ia, where it grew in the chaos 
of that countiy’s civil war. Its 
fighters rampaged across north¬ 
ern and western Iraq in June, 
seizing a huge swath of land 
and sending tremors across the 
Middle East. 

The group controls territory 
stretching from northern Syria 
to the outskirts of Baghdad, and 
have established what they call 
an Islamic state ruled by their 
harsh interpretation of Islamic

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Ebola. Residents complain 
of food shortages as Sierra 
Leone’s lockdown ends 


Frustrated residents com¬ 
plained of food shortages in 
some neighbourhoods of Sierra 
Leone’s capital on Sunday as 
the countiy reached the third 
and final day of a sweeping, 
unprecedented lockdown de¬ 
signed to combat the deadly 
Ebola disease, volunteers said. 

While most residents wel¬ 
comed teams of health-care 
workers and volunteers bear¬ 
ing information about the 
disease, rumours persisted in 
pockets of the city that poi¬ 
soned soap was being distrib¬ 
uted, suggesting that public 
education campaigns had not 
been entirely successful. 


The streets of the capital, 
Freetown, were again mostly 
deserted on Sunday in compli¬ 
ance with a government order 
for the country’s six million 
residents to stay in their homes. 

Spread by contact with 
bodily fluids, Ebola has killed 
more than 560 people in Sierra 
Leone and more than 2,600 
across West Africa in the big¬ 
gest outbreak ever recorded, 
according to the World Health 
Organization. 

The disease, which has also 
touched Guinea, Liberia, Ni¬ 
geria and Senegal, is believed to 
have sickened more than 5,500

Drought. Central Valley 
residents rely on bottled 
water as wells run dry 


Hundreds of domestic wells in 
California’s drought-parched 
Central Valley farming region 
have run diy, leaving many resi¬ 
dents to rely on donated bottles 
of drinking water to get by. 

Girl Scouts have set up col¬ 
lection points while local char¬ 
ities are searching for money 
to install tanks next to homes. 
Officials truck in water for fam¬ 
ilies in greatest need and put a 
large tank in front of the local 
firehouse for residents to fill 
up with water for bathing and 
flushing toilets. 

About 290 families in East 
Porterville — a poor, largely 
Hispanic town of about 7,000 


residents nestled against the 
Sierra Nevada foothills — have 
said their shallow wells are de¬ 
pleted. Officials say the rest of 
Tulare County has many more 
empty wells, but nobody has a 
precise count. 

With California locked in 
its third year of drought and 
groundwater levels dropping, 
residents and farmers have 
been forced to drill deeper 
and deeper to find water. Law¬ 
makers in Sacramento passed 
legislation to regulate ground- 
water pumping, which Gov. 
Jerry Brown signed into law 
this past week.

Man who scaled 
White House 
fence identified 

The man accused of getting 
inside the White House 
after scaling a fence is a 
veteran who was awarded a 
medal for his service in Iraq 
and retired due to disability, 
the U.S. Army said Sunday. 

Authorities have identi¬ 
fied the intruder as Omar J. 
Gonzalez, 42, of Copperas 
Cove, Tex., and the army 
said he had served from 
1997 to 2003, when he was 
discharged, and again from 


2005 to December 2012, 
when he retired. 

Gonzalez was expected 
to appear in federal court 
Monday to face charges of 
unlawfully entering a re¬ 
stricted building or grounds 
while carrying a deadly or 
dangerous weapon — a 
knife, in this case. 

The Secret Service 
tightened security outside 
the White House after 
the breach in which the 
intruder carrying a knife 
climbed the fence, ran 
across the lawn and entered 
the building.

Afghanistan names 
new president after 
power-sharing deal 

Ending months of vote-re¬ 
lated tension, Afghanistan’s 
election commission named 
a new president Sunday 
only hours after the leading 
candidates signed a power¬ 
sharing deal that names one 
of them as the countiy’s 
new chief executive. 

The commission named 
Ashraf Ghani Ahmadzai 
as the winner and next 
president and said that 
his one-time rival, Abdul¬ 


lah Abdullah, will fill the 
newly created position of 
chief executive. But it did 
not release final vote totals 
amid concerns that doing so 
could inflame tensions. 

The deal brings to a close 
an election season that 
began in April, when mil¬ 
lions of Afghans first went 
to the polls despite threats 
from Taliban militants, and 
ended when the two leading 
candidates signed a national 
unity government agree¬ 
ment. 

In between, the Abdul¬ 
lah camp alleged that its 
cause was cheated by mas¬ 
sive vote fraud.

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Will Nordstrom strike gold here?

Nordstrom has arrived in the 
frozen north, its Chinook 
Centre location having opened 
in Calgaiy last Friday. Hurrah! 
Finally, another place besides 
Holt Renfrew to buy $100 
pantyhose and $200 T-shirts. 
I’ve been waiting a long time 
for a little more choice in my 
luxuiy shopping. 

But here’s a big question for 
investors: Will Nordstrom do 
a giant face-plant as Target did 
when it brought the big red 
ball to Canada? 

Shortly after arriving in 
these climes last year, Target’s 
share price climbed rapidly 
from $58 US to $73 US, and 
then almost as quickly slid to 
$55. The stock has pulled itself 
back to nearly $64, though its 
relationship with Canadians 
is still on rocky ground. On 
average, analysts covering the 
company have a 12-month $60 
target on Target. 

In contrast, Nordstrom 
has been one of the more suc¬ 
cessful retail stocks in the last

two years, during a period of 
incredible volatility in this al¬ 
ready highly volatile consumer 
discretionaiy sector. 

Since Target’s Canadian 
launch, Nordstrom has 
marched upward from $51.50 
to nearly $70. (Granted, there 
have been some big dips along 
the way, but it wouldn’t be re 
tail without the roller-coaster.) 
Analysts are predicting that 
the company, which offers you 
a place to drink Chardonnay 
with your Jimmy Choo shoes, 
will make it to $74. 

Target’s Canadian swoon 
is attributed to a supply chain 
screwup, over-aggressive ex¬ 
pansion and a total misread of 
the Canadian consumer. 

In contrast, Nordstrom’s 
success to date has been 


credited to strong and cautious 
management south of the 
border, which bodes well for 
the rollout of a mere handful 
of stores here (Ottawa and Van¬ 
couver are planned for 2015). 

That’s all true, but there’s 
more. Target in the U.S., espe¬ 
cially for cross-border-shopping 
Canadians, was a destination. 
Shoppers loved the bright, 
friendly atmosphere and cheap 
clothes that were a tad sexier 
than the fare offered by the 
likes of Walmart. 


Now brutal competition 
from other discounters plus 
the explosion in e-shopping 
has weakened Target’s unique¬ 
ness. 

Nordstrom, on the other 
hand, still has destination writ¬ 
ten all over it. Shoppers are 
drawn to the experience. It’s 
nice to be fawned over while 
you empty your wallet. 

I might still buy those $10 
T-shirts at Target, but when it 
comes to stock, I’d incline to 
Nordstrom. 
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G20 meeting Canada’s 
finance minister urges weaker 
economies to follow our lead 


Different economic situa¬ 
tions require different ap¬ 
proaches to meeting the 
G20’s economic targets, 
Canada’s finance minister 
said Sunday as he urged 
Europeans to follow Can¬ 
ada’s recession-busting 
model. 

Though finance chiefs 
from the 20 largest econ¬ 
omies said they will focus on 
infrastructure investment to 
help reach the goal of boost¬ 
ing world GDP by more than 
$2 trillion over the next five 
years, that’s not necessar¬ 
ily the direction Canada is 
headed, Joe Oliver said. 

“The type of action that 
we can take is different than 
the type of action that some, 
but not all, European coun¬ 
tries have to take,” Oliver 
told reporters in a confer¬ 
ence call from Sydney where 
he was leaving the G20 fi¬ 
nance ministers’ latest talks. 

Oliver said the govern¬ 
ment’s stimulus program 
from 2008 achieved its de¬ 
sired goals.

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RAISING THE ROOF ON GREENING THE CITY 


There’s no doubt being a so-called “green city” can 
be part of an effective marketing strategy. 

The challenge is to be greener without creating 
a negative reaction from people who don’t care 
about such things. The ongoing conflict between 
motorists and cyclists is a case in point. 

Having fewer cars on our roads would improve 
our air quality, but achieving that goal isn’t going to 
be easy. In the interim, we should be looking at 
green initiatives that don’t cost millions of dollars 
or require the use of alien technology. 

One of the options open to us is to champion the 
development of green roofs across the city, but with 
an emphasis on the downtown core. 

The current development of the downtown is 
going to create more heat islands (a pocket that’s warmer than its 
surrounding area because of human activity). 

According to the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), 
heat islands increase energy consumption; create more air pollu-

tion and greenhouse gases; and affect water qual¬ 
ity and human health. However, these negatives 
can be greatly offset through the development of 
green roofs. 

A green, or living, roof is exactly what it sounds 
like. It’s a roof that’s covered with vegetation. 
Think of it as the building’s lawn or garden. This 
kind of roof absorbs rainwater and provides insula¬ 
tion for the building. Research conducted at the 
University ofToronto has shown that they can re¬ 
duce energy consumption in both winter and 
summer. They also help clean the air and attract 
birds and beneficial insects such as bees. 

If Edmonton is serious about being a greener 
city, it could require that all new buildings have 

green roofs. 

This would not present a significant increase in costs to the de¬ 
veloper. The latest figures available from the EPA estimate the 
cost of creating a green roof in the United States at between $10

and $25 per square foot, depending on the type of roof. 

Maintenance costs are estimated at $0.75 to $1.50 per square 
foot annually. The return on investment through reduced energy 
costs is slow, but a green roof is about more than money. It’s about 
maintaining and improving the quality of life in our city. 

If the city is serious about being more green, it could create tax 
breaks for the owners of existing buildings to encourage the de¬ 
velopment of green roofs. This would not present a huge cost to 
taxpayers and the benefits of this approach are well documented. 

I also think that this is an approach that many Edmontonians 
would support.

‘pain of fame,’ split with manager 



Flying free. Working 
on album with Tony 
Bennett helped singer 
get her groove back 


After hip surgeiy and parting 
ways with her longtime man¬ 
ager, Lady Gaga says things are 
looking up. 

“I’m veiy centred now I 
meditate a lot. I’m happy. I 
am more sober than I’ve ever 
been,” said the singer. “It’s a 
very happy time in my life.” 

Last year, Gaga parted ways 
with longtime manager Troy 
Carter, who helped the pop star 
achieve multi-platinum status, 
dominate the pop charts and 
win multiple Grammy Awards. 
She said she was overworked 
and that greed led to their split. 

“Part of what was mak¬ 
ing my sort of artistic experi¬ 
ence so unpleasant was that I 
felt that I was not able to truly 
freely fly as an artist,” she said. 
“In some ways my talents were 
not being used to their full po¬ 
tential.” 

Gaga says part of her hap¬ 
pier state of mind comes from 
working with Tony Bennett on 
the album Cheek to Cheek, out 
on Tuesday. 

The 28-year-old is currently 
on an international tour that 
wraps Nov. 24 in Paris. Calling 
from Istanbul, she spoke about 
being unhappy, letting go of 
her manager and her under¬ 
selling ARTPOP album. 

Did your disagreements with 
management affect the 
making of ARTPOP? 

It certainly affected my mind 
during ARTPOP. I would have 
to say that whole situation had 
less to do with creativity differ¬ 


ences and more to do with me 
really needing some time for 
myself to be creative. 

My schedule was way too 
difficult. I was not able to keep 
up and my whole business 
became veiy focused on mak¬ 
ing as much money as possible 
as quickly as possible, which is 
really not where my heart is. 


My integrity as a musician 
is so much more important to 
me than money... While I was 
making ARTPOP, I was veiy 
tired. I’m actually veiy proud 
of ARTPOP. As much as it’s had 
a lot of criticism, I think a lot 
of that had to with where I am 
in my career, I’ve been on top 
for a long time. I think it’s the 


nature of this industry; we love 
to build them up to tear them 
down. 

You sound like you’re in a 
good place. Is that spilling 
over to the new music you’re 
creating? 

It is in the veiy super-early 
stages. I’m always writing 
music. I was up all the other 
night here in Istanbul writing 
and they had a lovely piano in 
my room and I was so excited, 
especially when I get to play a 
real stringed piano, not an elec¬ 
tronic one; that always makes 
me happy. I’ve been writing 
some (songs) that I’m really 
sort of surprised at myself. 

I have a lot of pain built 
over the past few years. It was 
veiy difficult being on the road 
for the Bom This Way Ball 
without having a foil, proper 
team around me. I was going 
through a lot of pain with my 
body that led to the hip sur¬ 
geiy. I call it the pain of fame; 
Your life changes a lot and the 
people that are around you, 
they change too. 

Money makes people crazy 
and they see your life change 
and all of the luxuries and the 
things that come with becom¬ 
ing a star and they think, “I’ve 
known her my whole life ... or 
I’ve been here this whole time, 
I deserve all of that, too.” 

U 2 released its new album 
alongside Apple, and Jay Z 
and Beyonce also released 
recent albums in unconven¬ 
tional ways. What do you 
think about that and do you 
think of innovative ways to 
release music when readying 
a project? 

I think honestly what we need 
to be doing, and this is my 
opinion, is instead of hying to 


find ways to trick the world 
into focusing on the album for 
a brief moment, I think that 
artists need to speak more 
about how media treats the art¬ 
ists and making the distinction 
between the celebrity and the 
artist, because eveiything is 
all in one pool now isn’t it? 
We’re all the same and there 
are some pretty terrible celebri¬ 
ties out there, let’s be honest, 
right? People famous for no 
reason. 

So, I think the more the 
media can help us to support 
the artist and support music in 
a way that’s maybe less critical 
for journalists that are not as 
knowledgeable about music 
and help to just spread the 
music and see the music as gift 
to the world. 

I really believe that once 
the press becomes more kind, I 
think a lot of the things in the 
universe are going to change. 

It makes me scared when 
I hear that there’s pro-ISIS 
(Islamic State of Iraq and 
al-Sham) rallies in America be¬ 
cause I think that social media 
has created this sort of nega¬ 
tive undertone in the universe. 
People feel that they can say 
or do anything; it makes them 
feel a sort of comfort when 
really it’s just giving hatred a 
petri dish to fester. 

I know that was sort of a 
random answer for a ques¬ 
tion about album marketing.

Africa. Jolie to direct epic about elephant poaching 


Angelina Jolie is to direct a 
“sweeping epic” film about 
veteran Kenyan conservation¬ 
ist Richard Leakey’s fight with 
ivory poachers, the studio be¬ 
hind the movie said Friday.

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Raising kids is expensive, 
so set their priorities early 



Baby steps. A child- 
specific budget will 
help control and 
balance their costs 
with family’s needs 




Kids are expensive. Never 
mind what some people are 
prepared to spend to get them 
here — getting them “in¬ 
dependent” can cost a small 
fortune. 

You may need a bigger car. 
You may need a bigger home. 
And then there are all the 
costs of keeping your mini-me 
fed and clothed, dental bills, 
school supplies, hockey, bal¬ 
let, soccer, karate — the list 
can seem endless. 

The first year of a child’s 
life is often pretty expensive. 
Not surprising, when you 
think of all the gear we have 
to get to bring baby home. 
And the cost of diapers! 

It also comes as no surprise 
that costs go up when kids hit 
their teenage years. 

So how do you get your 
kids to self-sufficiency with¬ 
out going broke? You make a 
budget. 

Although many of the hard 
costs (food, the roof over their 
heads, transportation) fall 
naturally into your budget, 
there are costs that are 
uniquely associated with the 
kids. One kid is happy to live 
in jeans and T-shirts, while 
another won’t wear anything 


but American Eagle. If Junior 
is a sports maniac, there are 
league fees, equipment costs 
and transportation costs. 
Never mind all the eating out 
on the road. 

The trick to not letting 
kids’ expenses get way out of 
hand is to allocate a specific 
amount to each child’s activ¬ 
ities and needs, and stick with 
the plan. 

Start by listing all the 
things your children do. Their 
needs won’t be the same, and 
spending equally on them 
won’t be more fair. Giving 
them what they need, when 
they need it, is the goal. Over 
time, as their needs shift, so 


should the way you allocate 
the money. And, over time, it 
should all come out even. 

Some parents struggle 
with meeting their kids’ needs 
while staying afloat financial¬ 
ly. If you’re a single parent or 
your family is living on one in¬ 
come, make sure you’re claim¬ 
ing the eligible dependent 
amount on your tax return. 

There are lots of other ex¬ 
penses that may be claimed 
on your tax return to miti¬ 
gate your costs. Paying for a 
babysitter? Sending your kid 
to camp? Claim child-care 
expenses on the lower net in¬ 
come to get the biggest bene¬ 
fit. Get and keep your receipts 


to make your claim stick if it’s 
challenged. 

And don’t forget about the 
child fitness amount of up to 
$500 per year per child 16 and 
under, for eveiything from 
soccer to gymnastics. 

Your kids’ budget should 
include a regular amount set 
aside for educational savings. 
If you start early, you don’t 
have to set aside a lot, and 
each dollar you put into an 
RESP can help your child earn 
up to $500 a year in free grant 
money. 

Don’t make enough money 
to save for school? 

If you receive the National 
Child Benefit Supplement, 


and your children were born 
in 2004 or later, you can get 
up to $2,000 in free money for 
each of them. 

Get a Social Insurance 
Number for them, open up an 
RESP and apply for the Can¬ 
ada Learning Bond. You’ll get 
$500 in the first year and up to 
$1,500 more by the time they 
turn 15. 

When shopping for an 
RESP, make sure you stick 
with an individual or family 
plan offered by most financial 
institutions. Steer clear of the 
group plans or “scholarship 
trusts,” which have come 
under fire for being both ex¬ 
pensive and inflexible. 

Kids cost money, no ques¬ 
tion. We sacrificed fancy furni¬ 
ture and vacations in the early 
years. And my entertainment 
was sitting and watching my 
kids as they learned about the 
world. 

Those were some of my 
happiest years. We had a ball. 

I shopped garage sales and 
second-hand stores, shared 
what I had with friends, and 
chose one activity at a time 
for my kids so they weren’t 
overwhelmed and I didn’t go 
broke. 

It’s all about the choices we 
make and about figuring out 
what’s most important so we 
can prioritize those choices. 

Kids don’t arrive in de¬ 
signer labels, and they don’t 
much care about stuff until 
someone teaches them to be 
concerned about what other 
people think. 

Dodge that bullet and you 
can save yourself a fortune.

Lots of RTs might make you 
feel invincible, but you’re 
certainly not: more and 
more, social media fumbles 
lead to hard dismissals. Just 
last month in Ottawa, Opera 



Lyra singer Valerian Rumin- 
slci made the news after 
a Faceboolc post mocking 
a man’s bejewelled Pride 
Week manicure got him 
booted from the company. 

With that in mind, it 
seems this kid needs a les¬ 
son in consequences. If 


you feel your colleague has 
promise — maybe his com¬ 
ments fall more into the 
“provocatively dirty” camp 
than the “outwardly preju¬ 
dicial” camp — you could 
take him aside for a dis¬ 
creet but on-the-level chat. 
Tell him you came across 


his feed, and wanted to let 
him know that he could be 
plunging himself into a big, 
job-threatening mess. 

If your workplace has 
an on-paper social media 
policy, remind him of the 
guidelines — and of the 
should-be-obvious fact that 


the digital sphere is by no 
means a private one. He 
should probably delete the 
problem tweets and def¬ 
initely bolster his security 
settings. Or better yet, not 
broadcast damaging things 
to begin with. 

But on that note, it’s 


worth questioning whether 
this person deserves to be 
reprimanded. 

There is zero defence for 
tweeting sexist, racist or 
homophobic comments of 
any sort. 

And with a worker’s 
out-of-office behaviour in¬ 
creasingly regarded as a re¬ 
flection of their company’s 
brand, employees should 
assume that bigoted online 
speech is a fireable offence. 
(In addition to being an of¬ 
fence, full stop.) 

But the slope can be slip¬ 
pery, particularly if an em¬ 
ployer seeks to limit their 
staff’s freedom to express 
political or religious view¬ 
points — or just to show 
their after-5 p.m. personal¬ 
ities, vulgar as they may be. 

It’s difficult to judge 
without knowing the con¬ 
tent of your co-worker’s 
remarks, but within limits, 
we should have the right to 
be rude.

Overtime thriller. 

Inexperienced QB

Tino Sunseri turned the boos 
he heard at halftime into a 
standing ovation at the end of 
the game. 

In just his second start 
in the CFL, the second-year 
quarterback rallied the Sas¬ 
katchewan Roughriders to 
a thrilling 35-32 victoiy in 
overtime over the Ottawa Red- 
blacks at a sold-out Mosaic Sta¬ 
dium in Regina on Sunday.

“I never saw doubt in his 
eyes,” Riders head coach Corey 
Chamblin said of his quarter¬ 
back. 

Milo’s game-winning kick 
in overtime was a 22-yard boot 
and it was his second oppor¬ 
tunity to win the game. On the 
Riders’ first overtime posses¬ 
sion, he had to deal with a bad 
snap and his 37-yard attempt 
sailed wide. 

Redblacks kicker Brett 
Maher had his game-tying, 
37-yard field goal attempt 
blocked. 

“We came in here at half¬ 
time and looked each other 
in the eye and said, ‘Shoot, 
that’s not how we wanted the 
first half to go,”’ Sunseri said. 
“But we had 30 more minutes 
to put our statement on this 
game.” 


The Riders mustered just 26 
yards passing in the first half 
and were booed off the field as 
they trailed 22-10 at halftime. 
In his first start a week ago in 
Hamilton, Sunseri struggled 
mightily. He managed just 
nine completions and 88 yards 
on 22 pass attempts in a 28-3 
loss to the Tiger-Cats. 

But Sunseri found a groove 
in the second half on Sunday. 

On his team’s first pos¬ 
session of the third quarter, 
Sunseri hooked up with Will 
Ford on a 23-yard touchdown 
strike.

Once Peyton Manning had 
completed a frantic fourth- 
quarter rally to force overtime, 
Russell Wilson could admit to 
being a little selfish.
